A great awe should be upon us as 
we read or write or think upon these 
things 
Rehold the Son of God y ield­ 
ing Himself for our sakos to sinful 
men. 
See the hatred of men to God 
and the proof that the carnal mind is 
enmity against God. 
As they came to 
take Him in the garden He went to 
meet them, say ing. “Whom seek y e?” 
To their reply “Jesus of Nazareth” He 
« aid “ I am,” and they went backward 
and fell to the ground. 
He allowed 
them to rise, to approach Him again 
and to take Ilim aud bind him and 
lead Him aw ay to Annas and then to 
Caiaphas. 
All the disciples forsook 
Him and fled, but a y oung man fol­ 
lowed. having just a linen cloth about 
his naked body , which he left in the 
hands of his pursuers as they tried to 
lay bold of him, and he fled naked. 
We shall have to ask Mark who that 
y oung man was, as he alone records it 
(Mark xiv, 51, 52). 
It was an oppor­ 
tunity o f fellowship with Jesus which 
he, like tlie others, missed. 
Simon 
Peter and Jo hn returned aud followed 
Jesus, Jo hn going in to the palace of 
the high priest, for he was known to 
him, but Peter remaining witho ut un­ 
til Jo hn spoke to the maid that kept 
the door and brought in Peter. 
Then 
he sat with the servants and warmed 
himself at their fire. 
But we must 
leave his story till next week. 
In reply to the high priest’s ques­ 
tion as to Jesus’ doctrine H e replied 
“In secret have I said nothing; * * * 
ask them which heard me” (John xviii, 
,15-24). 
They brought many false w it­ 
nesses to testify against Jesus, but 
none of them agreed in their testi­ 
mony , not even the two of verse GO. 
See Mark xiv, 50-59. 
To the high 
priest’s 
question, 
“Answerest 
thou 
nothing?” Jesus held His peace, for 
there w as no thing to reply to. 
In Ps 
xxxv, 11, it is written, “ False witness 
es did rise up; they laid to my charge 
things that I knew not.” 
Unless y ou 
have been similarly ill treated y ou can 
not imagine how hard it is to put in 
practice Ps. xxxviii, 13. “ 1 as a deaf 
man heard not, and I was as a dumb 
man that openetb not his mouth.” 
When the high priest said, “I ad­ 
jure thee by the living God that thou 
tell us whether thou be the Christ, the 
Son of God” fverse (53). then Jesus 
said. “ I am, and y e shall see the Son 
of Man sitting on the right hand of 
power and coming In the clouds of 
heaveu” (Mark xiv. (J2. with verse 04) 
Then they judged Him guilty of blas­ 
phemy and condemned Him to die. 
But it was the truth that lie spake, 
and they shall y et see it, aud if they 
did not repent before they died they 
shall have to hear His “ Depart from 
me. y e cursed.” 
After they judged 
Him guilty of death they mocked Him. 
blindfolded Him. struck Him on the 
face, spit in His face and said., “ Proph­ 


esy unto us, thou Christ, who is lie 
that smote thee.” 
Even the servants 
smote Him with the palms of their 
hands (Mark xiv, 05). 
When morning 
was come they bound Him and led 
Him away aud delivered Him to Pon­ 
tius Pilate, the governor, that he might 
have Him put to death, their accusa­ 
tion being that he was a malefactor. 
The result of Pilate’s examinatio n of 
Him was a three or four fold testimony 
that he found no fault in Him and. ac­ 
cording to the harmony , a sevenfold a t­ 
tempt to release Him. 
Pilate’s wife 
also sent him a message say ing. “Have 
thou nothing to do with that just 
man, for 1 have suffered many things 
this day in a dream because of Him ” 
When Pilate learned that He was of 
Galilee, 
which 
was 
under 
Herod’s 
jurisdiction, he sent Him to Herod, 
hoping thus to be ricj of (his difficult 
and perplexing case. 
But as Jesus an­ 
swered Herod nothing Herod with his 
men of war set Him at naught and 
mocked Him and array ed Him in a 
gorgeous robe and sent Him again to 
Pilate (Luke xxiii, 8-12). 
There was 
no imprisonment; there was no sem­ 
blance of a fair trial. 
It was not un­ 
like some of our modern cases of 
ly fiehing, except that it had seeming­ 
ly the sanction of both church and 
state. 
But this man was God, suffering ail 
this and all that followed for me and 
leaving all His redeemed an example 
that we should follow in H isfsteps; 
who did no sin, neither was guile 
found in Ilis mouth; who when He 
was reviled reviled not again; when 
H e suffered He threatened not, but 
committed Himself to Him that judg- 
eth righteously (I Pet. ii, 21-23). 
“He 
was oppressed, and He was afflicted, 
y et He opened not His mouth. 
lie is 
bro ught as a lamb to the slaughter, 
and as a sheep before her shearers is 
dumb, so lie openeth Hot his mo uth” 
(Isa. liii, 7). 
Being redeemed by Ilis 
great sacrifice. It is o ur privilege to 
suffer with Him, to fill up that which 
Is behind of the afflictions of Christ in 
our flesh for Hi.^ body ’s sake, which is 
the church (Bom. viii, 17; Col. 
24), 
manifesting by His grace the o rna­ 
ment of a meek and quiet spirit, w hich 
Is in the sight of God of great price 
Ii Pet. III. 4). 
Peter speaks of himself 
is a witness of the sufferings of Christ 
(I Pet. v, 1), and he who once rebelled 
It the thought of Christ suffering tells 
us to rejoice if we are partakers ot 
His sufferings (I Pet fv. 12, 13)

To pic. —&ly favorite missio nary hero o r 
hero ine aud why . — Heb. x i. 3 2-40. 
Edited 
by Rev . Sherman H. Do y le, D. D. 
The Scriptural selection for this topic 
Is unusually apt. 
In this list of fa­ 
mous worthies, who try faith perfo rm­ 
ed deeds of heroism, the autho r speaks, 
of a number iii particular and then, 
overwhelmed by the lengthy list that 
still 
remains, exclaims, “And what 
shall I more say , for time would fail 
me to tell o f Gideon and of Barak and 
of Samson and of Jepfha, of David 
also and Samuel and of the prophets?” 
And then he sums up the deeds and 
ftucrifices of a great list in as few 
words as possible. 
The great difficulty in choosing a 
favo rite missionary hero or heroine is 
the long list of them to be found in 
Christian history . Both time and space 
would fail us to merely mentiou the 
pr.mes of the vast number o f men and 
women who as missionaries have per­ 
formed heroic deeds. 
Moreover, in so 
great a number who performed equally 
heroic deeds and sacrifices it is no 
egsy task to select one as a favorite. 
Yet many perhaps have some favo r­ 
ite missionary and in telling the reason 
for this favoritism will make m any a 
meeting interesting and uplifting?. 
In the early Christian centuries there 
were many heroic missionaries. 
Leav­ 
ing out the Master Himself, who was 
really a 
missio nary —one sent 
from 
God—what was Stephen but a Chris­ 
tian missionary when lie tried to per­ 
suade the Jew s to believe in Christ? 
Moreover, he was a hero, dy ing as the 
first Christian marty r, y et pray ing God 
to forgive his enemies as Christ before 
him had done. 
The twelve apostles were all mis­ 
sionaries. 
To thorn the great commis­ 
sion was first given. 
At the end of a 
century they , with Paul, bad preached 
the gospel to practically all the Roman 
empire. 
Tradition tells us that each 
one o f the twelve died as marty rs, Pe­ 
ter being crucified with his head do w n­ 
w ard as not being fit to die as Christ 
did because he had basely denied his 
Lord. Contemporaneous with and suc­ 
ceeding the apostles numbers of o thers 
preached the gospel, not a few of 
whom suffered the death of m arty r­ 
dom. 
Paul, the apo stle to the gentiles, was 
the greatest of all first century mis­ 
sionaries aud 
for th a t 
m atter 
the 
greatest of all time. 
For length of 
service, 
for hardships endured, 
for 
sacrifices made, fo r heroic deeds and 
for results accomplished Paul stands 
in the fro nt rank of all missionaries, 
and bey ond all doubt if all Christians 
were compelled to select a favorite 
missionary hero his name would be 
Paul the apostle. 
Ilis life was filled 
with thrilling incidents. 
It was in 
co nstant danger and at last was of­ 
fered up iu marty rdom. 
Any one who 
will closely study the life o f Paul will 
find in it every phase of heroism and 
learn every lesson possible upon the 
subject of missions. 
He has been the 
ty pe of ail succeeding Christian ages 
and the church's greatest heroic mis­ 
sionary . 
Modern missions have uot been with­ 
out their heroes and heroines, and it is 
for tlie members of each denomination 
to tell the story o f their favo rites and 
their heroic deeds.

The 
unfo rtunate thing is that he places his 
solid weight down on a back seat 
every time, and neither he no r the seat 
will move. 
But worse than all is the 
way back. 
H e is no t in the game at 
all. 
He Is among the spectato rs and 
appears to be a general coach. 
He is 
never caught in a scrimmage until it 
is all over, and then he suddenly ap­ 
pears in o rder to explain at length 
how it ought to have been done. Well. 
I wonder w here I belong? 
I know 
where I w ant to belong. 
I love the 
fo rw ards. 
I w ant to be among them. 


I will begin today . 
I will move from 
the “fullback” seat right up to the 
fro nt under the nose o f the preacher 
in church and in front o f the leader 
In the Christian Endeavo r meeting. 
I 
will push every thing that comes mv! 
w ay —forward, not aside. 
I will smile. 
I will encourage the o ther fellow. 
I 
will be among that host that rush on 
to great things with a hurrah.—Ripple 
h» Christian Endeavor World.

Co mmittee in Charge o f This Benev o ­ 
lent Mo v ement Ho pes This Year to 
Realize a Larger Fund o n the Sale 
o f the “ Seals” Than Ev er Befo re— 
Mo ney Raised by This Means Go es 
to Co mbat the Whits Plague. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 25.—The selling 
seaso n for Red Cross Christmas seals 
opened thro ugho ut Indiana today . The 
selling campaign is being conducted 
by the sam e committee which has had 
it in charge for fo rmer seasons, the 
operatio ns of the bureau being direct­ 
ed by Lannes McPhetridge. 
This is 
the third y ear the Red Cross Christ­ 
mas greetings have been sold in Indi­ 
ana. 
The proceeds go to the Red 
Cross fund for combating tuberculosis 
in this state. 
The sales the first y ear 
amo unted to abo ut $4,000, and last 
y ear reached $7,800. The Indiana com­ 
m ittee has expended money by erect­ 
ing colonies of fram e Cottages for 
fresh air treatm ent of tubercular pa­ 
tients o n the city hospital grounds at 
Indianapolis, South Bend, Frankfo rt, 
Vincennes and Evansville. 
The com­ 
m ittee hopes that as the sales increase 
from y ear to y ear it will be able to 
establish colonies in all the larger cit­ 
ies of the state, where local organiza­ 
tions will be willing to look after the 
welfare of the patients. 
In addition to the patients in the 
colonies, 
many 
individual 
patients 
have been treated at the expense of 
the Red Cross co mmittee in sanatori- 
ums, and several are now receiving 
attentio n at these institutions. 
Since 
it w'as first organized, the co mmittee 
has been able to help many victims of 
the plague to 
perm anent cure. Mem­ 
bers of the co mmittee say they will 
help any deserving patients that are 
bro ught to the attentio n of the Red 
Cross. 
The Red Cross has chan red the 
nam e of its little sticker from “stam p” 
to “seal,” as many people y ear after 
y ear use them under the impression 
th a t they take the place of postage 
stam ps in sending letters and parcels 
by mail. 
By ado pting the nam e of 
“seal” the Red Cross hopes to get en­ 
tirely out of th e public mind the idea 
th a t the seals w-ill pay postage. 
An­ 
o ther step in this direction, it is un­ 
derstood, will be taken by the po stal 
autho rities in requiring the seals to 
be placed on the back of letters and 
parcels instead of on the address side. 
The Christmas seal for this season 
Is brighter than tho se of o ther y ears, 
the red cross, which is the central fig­ 
ure of the design, being especially 
conspicuous in its setting of green 
leaves. 
The 
inscription 
reads: 
“American Red Gross, Merry Christ­ 
mas, Happy Newr Year.”

Mexico City , Nov. 25.—General Man­ 
uel Gonzales Cosio, m inister of wrar, 
say s: 
“The go vernment is absolute 
m aster of the situatio n at every point 
in Mexico. 
The so-called revolution- 
sits have now resolved themselves 
into m ere bands of o utlaws and are 
fleeing from the troops. 
The go vern­ 
m ent 
expected 
it 
might 
have 
to 
fight in Guerrero, but the disturbers 
there fled to the mo untains before the 
tro o ps arrived. 
They are now being 
chased by the soldiers.” 


Mexico City , Nov. 25.—F urther tro u­ 
ble is expected at Nogales, Santa Rosa 
and o ther suburbs of Oribaza if no t in 
the city itself, and troops have been 
sent there from Y era Cruz and this 
city . 
T hat the revo lutio nists are planning 
to lead all federal troops possible 
away from Mexico City by m aking at­ 
tacks on many of the sm aller to wns is 
the belief of the autho rities. 
If the 
rebels can appro ach this they ho pe to 
be able to overcome the troops re­ 
maining here and take the city . 
In the sam e wmy, it is Relieved that 
the revo lutionists and revo lutio nary 
sy m pathizers are now leaving here as 
fast as possible, seeking to join their 
fellows. 
By so doing they ho pe no t 
only to strengthen their own forces, 
but to lessen the num ber of defenders 
of the city as wrell. 
These views are 
held by some of the leading military 
autho rities of the city . 
Messages from Zacatecas, w hich has 
been noted in times past as the birth­ 
place of m any 
plots and intrigues 
against the go vernment, repo rt every ­ 
thing quiet. 
The city is said to be 
well provided with troops and with 
state police, so that the fear of suc­ 
cessful revolt there is greatly reduced. 
"When questioned in regard to the ru­ 
mors of an uprising in Guerrero and 
Zacatecas, the m inister of war replied 
th at there was no truth in the repo rt 
at all and that the rumo rs of supposed 
rio ts among federal troops in Guada­ 
lajara was equally false. 
W hen General Gonzales Cosio was 
questioned in regard to the execution 
of priso ners in ¡Santa Fe and La Pie- 
dad near this city he replied that not 
one of the prisoners captured in the 
recent tro ubles had been executed, no r 
were they in danger of being executed 
unless they should be sentenced by the 
co urts after the full course of the lawr 
had been taken.

hay became ignited from a pipe which 
was found in the car. The m an’s real 
nam e is unknown.

In Gary .

Th ese clas­ 
sifications as ap p lied by th e act were 
based up on “ th e last p receding Uni­ 
ted

census.”

cities 
wh ich will be sh own by th e new cen­ 
sus to h av e grown into a h igh er class 
.will necessarily undergo a ch ange of 
gov ernment to conform with th e new 
classification. 
Wh ile in sop ie cities wh ich h av e
